Before you go any furtner with those plans for 
your dream home, take a good close look at this 
charming new design.

A center 
hall plan, rear living and family rooms, a private 
dressing room and bath adjacent to the master 
bedroom, lots of storage space, a bath close to 
the kitchen and outside of the house, a large 
separate service, a ranch exterior, a medium size 
square footage and an overall width which will 
allow the home to be constructed on a narrow lot. 

The latest built-ins plus a pantry and eating 
nook add a touch of elegance to this new kitchen. 
The kitchen is partially open to the family room 
which makes the use of both rooms more enjoyable. 
The family and living rooms are separated by a 
fireplace and storage wall with planter above. 
Another fireplace opening to the family room could 
be added during the construction if desired. Sliding 
glass doors open from both of these rooms to the 
partially roofed patio. A shoulder high window in 
the family room allows for more light, cross ven- 
tilation and easier placement of furniture. A portion 
of the hall is open to the living room due to the 
mutual wall with turned posts above. 

Part of the entry porch has been eliminated to 
provide for an inexpensive planting area.

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This impressive and distinctive home has been 
planned for outdoor living. Sliding glass doors open 
from both the living room and kitchen to the large 
patio at the rear of the house. Just think how 
pleasant idle moments could be, protected from in- 
terruption and observation. 

A handsome corner fireplace is a feature of the 
living room. This room is separated from the center- 
hall entry by partial walls. The master bedroom 
has its own private bath. 

Both baths have been located back to back to 
economize in plumbing costs. 

The family room is the informal room of the 
house. Here the family can relax. It is open to the 
kitchen but not enough so that guests can see the 
sink when the family room is used as a dining area.

Horizontal and vertical siding, a cedar shake 
roof, plus stone veneer and planter have been used 
in just the right combinations to produce a pleasing 
exterior. 
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It's as modern as tomorrow — both inside and 
out—and every square foot is usable. 

Here is a home for the modern family; a family 
that enjoys life and doesn’t care for unnecessary 
housework. The center hall is a work-saver. It offers 
quick access from either the service or the entry to 
any room in the house without having to pass 
through another room. 

The wide sliding doors in the living room flood 
the room with sunlight when you want it. The fam- 
ily room also has sliding doors leading to the 
spacious rear patio and both the kitchen and master 
bedroom look out to the patio and rear yard. This 
is indoor-outdoor living at its best.

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Den or third bedroom? This plan gives you a 
choice.

The bath at the entry 
can be used by the occupants of the bedroom and 
is handy for guests. The second bath is available 
fo both the remaining bedrooms and the kitchen- 
service area. 

Notice the planter in the entry which also has 
storage shelves below. Two partial walls separate 
the entry from the living room. The large living 
room offers a wide and ever changing view to the 
garden at the rear of the house through the sliding 
glass doors.

The family room and kitchen have been com- 
bined in one large room. The family room has as 
many uses as a family has activities — play, read- 
ing, workshop, television, sewing, dining — activ- 
ities usually spread throughout the house, keeping 
the family separated in their spare time.

A half-wall with turned posts above, separates 
the entry from the handsome living room. This 
formal room plus the informal family room opens 
to the roofed patio through sliding glass doors. 
This convenient arrangement relates indoor and out- 
door areas to make the most of a limited lot and 
a compact plan. The traffic-controlling room arrange- 
ment and center hall design means that the home 
will stay neat and tidy longer. 

The family bath is accessible from the hall and 
the master bedroom. This bedroom has a dressing 
area which features two wardrobes plus a wide 
dressing table with storage drawers on each side of 
ample knee space. 

The U-shaped kitchen is a good example of the 
up-to-date smartness and convenience that can be 
incorporated in today's kitchen design.

The unusual kitchen design features a_ sink 
located in the cabinets separating the kitchen from 
the family room.

An unusual find in a small home is the gen- 
erous amount of space available in each room of this 
design when compared with the total square foot- 
age. This is all the more remarkable when the 
many other features of this home are analyzed. 

The convenient guest closet means that the bed- 
room closets will never be required for the storage 
of guests’ wraps. The living room fireplace is on an 
outside wall so it will not take up so much living 
space. A front window offers a view of the street 
from the living room while wide sliding glass doors 
at the rear are a constant invitation to outdoor 
living. 

The bedrooms are accessible through a rather 
short hall which allows moe space in the bedrooms. 
The three-quarter bath is readily available from 
either the outside of the house, the kitchen or the 
master bedroom. 

The kitchen offers an unusual amount of cabinet 
space for a home of this size. The large eating nook 
is surrounded by windows. A sliding glass door 
could replace the window next to the patio if you 
desire direct access from the kitchen to the patio. 


A greater amount of time and consideration is 
necessary when designing a good small home than 
when laying out a larger home. Painstaking plan- 
ning has made the most of every inch in this small 
home. The garage door faces the street, eliminating 
the need and extra expense of a curved driveway. 
The garage door has been offset so as to give 
space along one side of the garage for either stor- 
age or a work bench. 

The living room together with the dining-ell 
stretches over twenty-seven feet across the rear of 
the home! Features of this room are the corner fire- 
place and the sliding glass doors which lead to the 
patio. The living room is separated from the entry 
and hall by two partial walls which allow sunlight 
through the large patio doors to light these passage- 
ways. 

Wide wardrobes on each side of the family bath 
provide soundproofing for the bedrooms. The three- 
quarter bath is accessible from both the den and 
the service. 

Who wouldn't be happy in a kitchen such as 
this. It has all the new built-ins, labor-saving de- 
vices and special conveniences. If preferred, the 
water heater could be located in the garage. 
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For such a small, modestly priced house, this 
design offers maximum livability. In this compact but 
efficiently organized home, every foot of space has LS 
been put to good use. Despite its size, there is an 3 pe 
imposing front entrance and foyer from which all ; 
bedrooms and the living room are accessible and 
with a minimum of hall space. 

The area of the living room has been visually 
doubled by the use of a large picture window in 
the front wall of the room and by specifying only 
a partial wall next to the dining area and its wall 
of glass opening to the patio.

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The family with a limited building budget will 
find this rustic ranch design attractive, economical to 
build and well zoned. Careful floor planning has 
used every foot of space in this home to good 
advantage. The traffic pattern in this center hall de- 
sign is excellent. Very little hall is necessary to 
reach all rooms from the entry. Just off the entry is 
the "'dead-end"' living room with its massive fire- 
place. A bank of windows in the front wall of the 
room and sliding doors opening to the rear patio 
offer a two way view plus abundant sunlight and 
cross ventilation. 

The three bedrooms are well isolated for privacy 
from the rest of the house. Each of these rooms 
offers an unusuval amount of storage area for a 
house of this size. The small wardrobe which is in 
addition to the large wardrobe in the master bed- 
room has been especially designed for the man-of- 
the-house and includes numerous drawers. The three- 
quarter bath at the rear of the house is accessible 
from both the service kitchen-back yard and master 
bedroom. Such a location serves the same area as 
two baths in most plans. 

By proper planning, the kitchen pantry assures 
that there will always be plenty of food and sup- 
plies on hand. Only a partial wall separates most 
of the kitchen and family room. 
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This ranch home extraordinary is casual, in- 
formal and offers a flexible plan which lets parents 
and children live together in harmony. For the grow- 
ing family, this design really has many advantages. 
The kitchen-family room is separated from the living- 
dining room which makes it possible for the adults 
to éntertain in the living-dining area while teen- 
agers or children can enjoy the informality of the 
kitchen-family room and the adjoining patio. 

The water heater and forced air furnace have 
been located in the garage to provide additional 
closet space in the house. Notice that there are five 
closets off the hall. Besides having its own private 
bath, the master bedroom also boast of a dressing 
room. Both this bath and the family bath have 
pullman lavatories with storage below. 

By having no division between the dining and 
living room, this area becomes a spacious and more 
versatile place to entertain. The recr kitchen-family 
room with its adjoining patio is an area where 
children can play and where all members of the 
family and their friends can enjoy an informal at- 
mosphere. The kitchen lies conveniently between the 
dining area and the family room. A long eating 
bar is for family meals. The wide pantry means 
fewer shopping trips to your favorite market.

You will get a warm, friendly feeling every time 
you look at this charming, rustic ranch-style home. 
The same gracious informality greets you inside. The 
long, low, ground-hugging design was planned with 
due regard for the fun of outdoor living as well as 
indoor. 

An extra wide guest closet is on one side of 
the entry while on the opposite side, a half-wall 
with turned posts above, separates the entry from 
the family room. All of the rooms have been planned 
around a center hall. This type of design usually 
requires a long hall, but notice the very small 
amount of space devoted to the hall in this home. 

The ample size combination family room and 
kitchen is the hub of the home. Parents and chil- 
dren will eat most of their meals at the long eating 
bar. Mother can go about her kitchen work and 
supervise the children's play at the same time. The 
U-shaped kitchen eliminates through traffic which 
might normally interfere with mother’s work. Just 
off the kitchen is the service area plus a half-bath. 
If desired, a door could be located in the service, 
providing direct access to the garage. 

All bedrooms have wide wardrobes. To save 
floor space, the forced air heater has been located 
in the attic but if preferred, it could be placed in 
the garage. 
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When the building budget is restricted and the 
family is large, finding an impressive three-bed- 
room home can be difficult. This economical but 
strikingly designed home offers possibilities of luxur- 
ious living to families with modest incomes. With 
land values constantly spiraling upwards, it should 
be noticed that this center-hall plan can be con- 
structed on a lot less than fifty feet in width. Its 
present width of thirty-seven feet can be reduced 
three feet by moving the garage to the left until it 
lines up with the right side of the house. 

To provide more privacy and to encourage in- 
door-outdoor living, all living and working areas 
have been located at the rear of the house. The 
sliding glass doors from the living and family rooms 
offer a freedom of spaciousness that never seems to 
stop. Freedom to slide the wall aside and walk out 
to your patio and the garden beyond. Freedom. to 
bring in a whole yard full of fresh, cooling breeze. 
Cabinets and built-ins are arranged so that even 
large-scale cooking can be done with a minimum of 
trouble and time. 

A three-quarter and full bath are back-to-back. 
The remainder of the house's plumbing is all located 
in the same area for economical installation.

Generous in scale, efficient in plan and also 
attractive in appearance is this California ranch 
style home. low, ground-hugging lines of the 
exterior design are pleasing, emphasized by both 
the horizontal and vertical wood siding and the 
contrasting brick veneer and planters. 

The dining and kitchen areas have been com- 
bined to form one extra large room. If a separate 
dining room is preferred, a wall can be located 
between the two areas during the construction of 
the home. The up-to-date kitchen is also partially 
open to the family room so that mother can join 
in conversation with the rest of the family as she 
goes about the preparation of meals. 

The garage is attached to the home by a cov- 
ered breezeway. From the service, one has access 
to the kitchen, the half-bath and the family room. 
This adds up to excellent traffic flow. 

All four bedrooms have wide wardrobes while 
the master bedroom features both a dressing room 
and a private bath. The 11'x14' bedroom also has 
direct access to the family bath. Both of these 
baths have long pullman lavatories with ample stor- 
age area below. The water closets in both baths 
are partially hidden from the bath entrance. 
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The crisp, clean lines of this distinctive and in- 
teresting exterior plus the impressive floor plan 
combine for an outstanding and refreshing home 
design. The indoor-outdoor motif is enhanced by 
sliding glass doors which open from the living 
room to the wide patio as do other doors from 
the family room and master bedroom. 

The kitchen is separated from the family room 
at the nook and range area by a half-wall. A floor 
to ceiling wall completes the separation of these 
two rooms. The use of both half and full walls 
gives both of these rooms a feeling of more spac- 
iousness, a chance for mother to join in the fam- 
ily activities while doing her kitchen chores but at 
the same time gives some privacy to the kitchen 
area. 

The separate dining room is a beautiful setting 
for formal dinners and parties. For a time, the 
family room replaced the dining room. Now, more 
and more prospective builders are including both 
of these rooms when planning their dream homes. 

The master bedroom is wonderfully remote from 
the other bedrooms. It has its own private bath and 
dressing area. Besides the guest closet at the entry, 
five other closets and a telephone table open onto 
the bedroom hall.

Unless otherwise noted, these stock plans are only available with wood sub-floors. A custom concrete slab foundation plan and the 
necessary construction details for a concrete slab floor can be substituted for the sub-floor foundation plan at the following additional costs: 
plans under 1200 square feet—$40; plans 1200 to 1499 square feet—$45; plans 1500 square feet and over—$50. These prices apply to 
one story homes only. Contact us regarding cost for preparing concrete slab foundation plans for other designs. 

Before a prospective builder looks through a plan book for a home, he should keep in mind that no one ever builds a home exactly as 
shown in the working drawings. This applies not only to stock plans that are illustrated in books but also custom drawings which might have 
been prepared especially for your own use. When selecting a home design, you should concentrate on locating a floor plan which will satisfy 
your requirements. If the exterior of the plan you have selected does not entirely meet with your approval, it can easily be changed during 
construction. Some of the more common changes made to stock plans are changes in size, type, material and location of windows and 
doors; rearrangement of kitchen and bath; eliminating or changing location of fireplaces; making rooms larger or smaller by redimen- 
sioning; attaching, detaching or changing the garage location; use of different wall coverings; roofing the home differently and changing 
the roofing material; reversing the home as illustrated; changing the exterior design; adding a basement and many other similar changes. 
We do not make such changes but they can be made easily by your or your contractor during the construction of the home. 

Nearly half the plans we sell are built in reverse. Your contractor can build the house in reverse without having to change our plans. To 
assist your contractor in laying out the house, we will print one set of your working drawings in reverse, for and additional $5, if requested 
to do so in your original order. Our plans are only drawn as illustrated. When a plan is printed in reverse, it will produce a mirror image of 
the plan as it is illustrated in the book and the printing will also be reversed. This reversed plan can only be used to assist your contractor in 
laying out the house. Therefore, we do not recommend you order but one reversed plan. 

You will require several sets of drawings during the construction of your home. Copies are required for building permits, financing and 
obtaining building estimates. The prices indicated below are for a minimum order consisting of four sets of working drawings and two sets 
of outline specifications. Additional sets of working drawings are $10.00 a set while extra sets of specifications are $1 each. To secure extra 
sets of working drawings at these prices, they MUST BE ORDERED in conjunction with your original order. Orders are usually processed and 
forwarded the same day they are received and always by the second day. See pages two and three for order blanks. To expedite delivery, 
plans may be ordered by telephone. Plans will then be forwarded C.O.D. for an additional $2 plus postage.
